THE  COLLEGE  BUILDING. 


The  college  building  is  large  and  substantial,  situated  at  the  corner 
of  Ada  and  Fulton  streets,  in  the  great  hospital  and  college  district 
of  Chicago.  It  contains  two  large  well  ventilated  and  well  lighted 
amphitheaters,  two  lecture  rooms,  laboratories,  three  clinic  rooms, 
library  and  reading  room,  drug  room,  dissecting  room,  retiring  rooms, 
etc.  All  the  different  departments  are  well  stocked  and  equipped  tor 

college  purposes.  . , 

The  situation  of  the  college  is  such  that  a large  number  of  clinical 
patients  apply  for  treatment  daily,  being  all  that  is  required  tor  clin- 
ical purposes.  . 

The  Bennett  Hospital  is  situated  on  adjacent  ground  and  is  con- 
nected with  the  college  so  as  to  facilitate  the  care  of  clinical  patients 
after  operations.  The  clinical  departments  are  supplied  with  medi- 
cines, surgical  equipments  and  suitable  attendants. 


RECEPTION  OF  WOMEN. 

The  repeated  demands  for  recognition  from  many  women  have 
led  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  make  ample  preparation  for  their  recep- 
tion In  no  field  of  labor  has  woman  so  great  an  advantage  as  in 
the  practice  of  medicine,  and  the  eminent  place  which  our  graduates 
have  taken  in  the  profession  testifies  that  the  Eclectic  School  is  pre- 
eminently adapted  to  the  independence  of  character  which  qua hfies 
women  to  undertake  the  arduous  duties  of  and  to  make  a success  o 
medical  profession.

PRELIMINARY  REQUIREMENTS. 

Recognizing  the  fact  that  a medical  education  must  be  based  upon 
a thorough  preliminary  training,  every  student  in  preparing  to  take 
a medical  course  should  have  as  a minimum  amount  of  preparation 
a thorough  high  school  course. 

Those  who  do  not  possess  a diploma  or  certificate  showing  the 
required  preliminary  education  can  take  an  examination  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  course.  The  entrance  examination  will  be  in  con- 
formity with  the  minimum  requirements  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
It  will  include  the  following:  English  Composition,  Higher  Arith- 

metic,  United  States  History,  Geography,  Elementary  Physics  or 
Natural  History  and  Latin.

Students 
can  obtain  a skeletal  to  study  from  by  making  a small  deposit  to  insure 
its  safe  return.

Physiology— Lectures  and  recitations  three  hours  a week,  on  the 
blood,  circulation,  respiration,  digestion,  etc.

Microscopes  and  apparatus  are  furnished  to  study  normal  histology. 
Students  furnish  their  own  mounting  outfit,  costing  about  $2.50. 

Materia  Medica— Familiarity  with  drugs  and  general  pharmacy. 
Recitations  three  hours  per  week. 

Mental  Physiology— Lecture  one  hour  a week,  showing  the  recip- 
rocal relation  of  mind  and  body. 

Latin  A special  course  will  be  given  to  students  who  are  de- 
ficient. 

Examinations  will  be  held  on  all  first  year  branches  and  be  final 
in  Osteology,  Histology,  and  Materia  Medica.

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POST-GRADUATE  COURSE. 

The  advantages  offered  practitioners  by  this  college  for  a post- 
graduate course  are  not  excelled  by  any  other  institution.  The  studies 
in  the  senior  year  work  are  practical  in  every  particular.  They  are 
supplemented  by  a great  variety  of  daily  clinics  in  which  there  is 
opportunity  for  practitioners  to  become  familiar  with  the  latest  meth- 
ods both  of  diagnosis  and  treatment.  Facilities  will  be  furnished 
those  who  desire  to  pursue  any  particular  line  of  laboratory  work. 

Practitioners  can  enter  at  any  time  between  September  17,  1901, 
and  May  1,  1902.  They  can  take  the  work  in  any  department  of  the 
regular  course  of  study  that  they  may  desire  at  a cost  of  $35.00.  A 
post-graduate  certificate  will  be  issued  to  the  practitioner  any  time 
after  a four  weeks’  attendance  and  the  payment  of  the  fee.  Those 
wishing  to  take  a post-graduate  course  should  enroll  their  names  in 
the  college  office  at  their  earliest  opportunity.  Practitioners  of  any 
school  may  take  this  course. 

Graduates  of  medical  colleges  may,  by  attending  one  full  college 
term  and  fulfilling  the  requirements,  receive  the  regular  diploma  from 
Bennett  College  by  paying  $100.00  and  a matriculation  fee.  This  plan 
of  post-graduate  work  is  recommended,  as  it  offers  to  the  practitioner 
the  advantages  of  a later  college  course. 

HOSPITAL  PHYSICIANS. 

House  physicians  are  appointed  from  each  graduating  class  to 
serve  as  internes,  thus  giving  to  those  who  desire  to  avail  themselves 
of  this  opportunity  a most  thorough  and  practical  finish.  Four  in- 
ternes with  their  alternates  are  chosen  by  competitive  examination 
to  serve  eighteen  months  in  the  wards  of  the  Cook  County  Hospital. 
One  interne  is  appointed  to  serve  in  the  Chicago  Baptist  Hospital,  one 
to  serve  in  the  Bennett  Hospital,  one  to  serve  in  the  National  Christian 
Temperance  Hospital,  one  to  serve  in  the  St.  Anthony’s  Hospital  and 
one  in  St.  Girard  Hospital. 

Internes  are  given  their  board,  room  and  washing  for  their  service 
in  the  hospital.  'I  hese  hospital  appointments  are  of  great  value. 

HOSPITALS. 

BENNETT  HOSPITAL. 

Bennett  Hospital  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  re-furnished 
throughout  and  is  under  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
he  Bennett  Medical  College.  It  is  adjacent  to  the  college  building 
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and  connected  with  it  so  as  to  facilitate  the  care  of  all  patients  that 
are  used  as  clinics  in  the  college  building.  Every  arrangement  has 
been  perfected  by  which  the  patients  can  have  the  very  best  attention. 

A movement  is  on  foot  at  the  present  time  to  build  a new  hos- 
pital to  accommodate  the  increasing  demands  for  hospital  purposes. 
Students  will  be  admitted  to  the  wards  of  the  hospital  when  accom- 
panied by  some  member  of  the  attending  staff  and  receive  bedside 
instruction. 

Any  physician  in  the  city  or  country  may  place  patients  in  the 
hospital,  and  the  patients  are  under  the  immediate  supervision  of 

their  physician.  _ . 

Patients  who  are  sent  to  the  institution  to  be  used  as  clinics  in 
the  college  will  receive  professional  services  free  of  charge. 

The  hospital  charges  range  from  $10.00  to  $35.00  a week  accord- 
ing to  the  requirements  of  the  patient.  This  charge  includes  board, 
room,  the  necessary  medicines  and  ordinary  nursing.  All  money 
paid  the  hospital  goes  directly  into  the  hospital  fund. 

A few  of  the  best  rooms  will  be  reserved  for  private  patients, 
sent  there  by  any  physician  who  wishes  to  have  the  patient  under 
his  exclusive  charge. 

The  direct  management  of  the  hospital  is  under  the  superintend- 
ent, house  physician  and  the  hospital  committee.

COOK  COUNTY  HOSPITAL. 

This  charitable  institution  is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  equipped 
general  hospitals  in  the  country.  It  was  erected  at  a cost  of  a million 
of  dollars  and  stands  on  a block  of  twelve  acres  of  ground.  It 
accommodates  twelve  hundred  patients,  and  all  of  the  twenty-six  wards 
are  constantly  full  to  overflowing.  It  is  near  to  the  college,  and  has 
daily  medical  and  surgical  clinics.  Besides  these  advantages  are  added 
those  of  the  immense  opportunities  to  study  pathological  anatomy,  as 
well  as  the  methods  of  making  post-mortem  examinations. 

The  immense  amphitheater  of  the  hospital,  with  a seating  capa- 
city for  six  hundred  students,  is  also  the  clinic-room  in  which  all  the 
medical,  surgical  and  special  clinics  are  held,  and  is  open  to  our 
students.  Over  seven  thousand  patients  are  treated  here  annually, 
and  the  daily  average  in  past  years  has  been  seven  to  eight  hundred!
